WASHINGTON — In onnoundng US. trcxrps ivill 
remain in Bosnia indefinitely, President Clinton 
admitted Thursday his self-imposed June 30 dead- 
line for their departure had bc^ a mistake. 

\Vhcn Clinton first ordered US. soldiers to Bosnia 
in December 1995 to help secure the fragile peace 
(here, he said they-would stay. only one year. Shortly 
after he won re-election last year, he joined NATO 
leaders in extending the mission another 18 months, 
to June 1998. 

“1 honestly believed in 18 months we could get 
this done at the time I said it," Clinton said. "And it 
wasn’t — I wasn't right, which is why I don't want to 
make thot error again" by setting a new departure 
deadline. 

Clinton, who plans to visit tlie troops in Bosnia 
Monday, insisted so much progress has been made 
in tivo years foreign troops must remain to help con- 
solidate a lasting peace.

power plants on rosideni fish 
and wildlife. 

"I'm concerned iihoiit that 
unique and .wonderful stream," 
said Webb, a board member of 
Idaho Rivers' United, a 
statewide river conservation 
Sroiip, 

"We need to know a lot more 
about what is available up 
there," Webh.said. 

The manager of Malad Gorge 
State I'nrk, which overlooks the 
two power plant.s, urged compa- 
ny officials to make major 
improvements above - rather 
than in - the Malad Canyon. 

"I don’t titink there's a 
. demand to do a lot of develop- 
ment svithin the project area, 
and I don't think there's a need 
fur it,” said Kevin Lynoit, park 
manager. 

He suggested the company 
make minor improvements at 
I'ountain Park, next to the U.S. 
Highway .30 bridge over the 
Malad. and at the picnic area 
near the Malad'.s cunfloencc 
with the Snake River. 

Roads and parking areas 
should be improved, iie said, 
_and, walking paths_s}w>iild he 
"added. 

There'.s also a need for more 
interpretive signs and better 
access for handicapped people,

Lynott said. 

Most of Lynott’s pitch was 
aimed at enticing Idaho Power 
to make "off-site" improvements 
- specifically, at Malad Gorge 
State Park. 

Investing in park improve- 
ments, such as a visitors' center 
and scenic overlooks, would he 
good business because Idaho 
Power wotild not have to pay for 
maintenance or security, Lynott 
said. 

Relatively few people find 
their way into the Malud River 
Canyon, Lynoit .said, but more 
than 70,000 people visit the 
state park every year. Uy financ- 
ing improvements in the 652- 
acre park, Idaho Power’s inve.st- 
mems would be highly visible, 
he said. 

Idaho Power’s federal hydro- 
power licenses for the Malad 
projects expire in 2004, but the 
relicensing process is long and 
complex. For the next 1 1/2 
years, the utility will conduct 
studies and analysis of the 
changes its jiower plants liave 
cati.scd. 

Higii-prioriiy topics include 
the fishery, classified a “wild 
trout stream" by .the. Idaho 
Department of Fish and Came, 
and archaeological resources 
along the river. 

Idaiio Power is likely to 


address these issues in a filial 
license application, cxjiecicd in 
2002. If granted, the license is 
cxpvcicd to l>e valid for 30 to 35 
years. 

. . ..Built-in 1947, the pmver plants 
and their mile-long diversion 
flumes are strung cnd-io-cnd 
along the final 2.1 miles of the 
Malad River. 

The upper flume typically 
<liverts 800 cubic feet of water 
from the river every second, 
while the lower one livcris 
about 1,100 cfs. One cfs ctjuaU 
449 gallons per minute. 

Any water left in the riv'cr 
tumbles tlmmgli a steep maze of 
boulders • creating a small hut 
lovely whileivater river. 

I'he Malad is kim at the con- 
fluence of the Big and Little 
Wood rivers, not far west of 
Gooding, but most of the water 
in its final few miles comes from 
sjjrings. 

Ac peak capacity, the upper 
power plant generates 8.27 
megawatts, while the lower 
plant can produce 13. .5 
megawatts.

The a*ul question is 
wltcthcr ^olKilizution has proceeded so 
rapidly that it’s become dangeroady tin- 
stalilc. 

Countries with huge differences in cul- 
ture. Iilsioiy and political systems liavc 
been thrust together In ways that stretch 
the limits of normal commerce and com- 
mon understanding. It is not merely that 
tbe so<aUcd “emerging market” nations 
have often tried to retain parochial do 
mcstic economics and protected banking 
^tcms,even as they expanded trade and 
accepted va.st amounts of foreign invest- 
ment. Hicrc has Iwcn a mutual web of il- 
lusion and deception among riclicr and 
tworcr nations - or, more precisely, the 
companies, banks and investors in each. 

Recall J^n Maynard Keynes’ memo- 
rable phrase: “animal spirits,” whidi he 
defined as the “spontaneous urge lo ac- 
tion rather tlian inaction." Well, llie "ani- 
mal spirits” of global capitalists got mbted 
witJi a big dose of ignorance aliout emerg- 
ing markets. In tlie 1990s. fordgn in- 
vestors (from the United States, Japan, 
Europe and Asia) poured about $1 trillion 
into poor countries. China. Brazil, Thai- 
land. Indonesia, South Korea and 
Malaysia were all’ big recipients. Sonic 
money arrived as direct ini«stmcni (for- 
eigners building factories); some came os 
bunk loans or tlirough bunds. Odicr funds 
went into local stock markets. 

A lot of invcsioiT:- multinational com-_. .

TWIN FALLS - Jeanne L. A.skew of 
Kimberly claimed her supervisor sexu- 
ally harassed her for eight years and 
— when she complalnedrshewa.s fired.' " 
Her lawsuit against the supervisor 
and grocery store where they worked 
has been settled recently, but no one is 
disclosing any details. 

Askew filed her lawsuit in Augii.si 
1995 in Sth District Court, naming as 
defendants Dale Ford of Twin Falls and 
Persons IGA in Kirnberly. 

A' jury irTurwas ‘calletnifn3ec.''8 ' 
because a settlement had been reached 
a few days earlier, court records said. ■ 
Askew’s lawyer, Monte Carlson of 
Twin Falls, would only say the ease was 
resolved and all parties had agreed not 
to say anything more. 

Ford’s lawyer, Steve Tolmtm of Twin 
Fulls and Persons IGA lawyer Keith 
Roark of Hailey could not be reached 
for comment after telephone calls. 

Askew did not ask for a specific 
amount of damages in her lawsuit, say- 


ing the amount would be proven at 
trial., • 

Sbe’siarted work at the grocery store 
in June 1986 ns a clerk and later pro- 
moted to .sales coordinator. But almost 
from the^ ilfnelihTrTvas'inftrdTrfrtil 
March 1994, she was subjected to sexu- 
al harassment by Ford, the complaint 
said. 

Ford established a “regular and con- 
stant pattern" of harassment during 
business lioiirs and business trips, 
including sexually suggestive com- 
ments or suggestions and touching her 
-nrms-ond-bnckT-sheclnimedr-Thc — 
actions were unwelcome, unpleasant 
and humiliating, but she felt unable to 
report them because Ford was her 
supervisor. Askew stiid. 

After more harassment during a busi- 
ness trip to Reno, Nov,, in March 1994, 
.she claimed she became depre.s.sed and 
unable to return to work because of the 
“.sexual pressure," She say's she report- 
ed the harn.ssmcnt to Ed and Naomi 
Thompson, the mnjurity shareholders 
in the store’s corporation. But no action 


was taken. Askew .said. 

In addition, the store iiad no sexual 
harassment policy in place, although 
one was established after her com- 
l^int, she said. 

Askew also claimed site \vas wnmgfully 
fired Ix-Hmuse of her cotnplaiuLs. Because 
of the harassment she siiys she suffered 
emotional disability, distress, medical 
expenses iuid los.*, of employment. 

During the 1997 budget year that 
ended June 30, about 20 percent of liie 
438 claimS'filed wiiii the Idaho Ilunum 
Rights Commission involved gender 
issues, althougirnoi aH'inviilved .sexual 
harassment, says Marilyn Slmler. com- 
mi.ssii>ii director. 

And not all sexual harassment claims 
come before the commission, which 
seeks to solve them through adininis- 
irative law, she said. Many are resolved 
by employers and employees and .some 
go directly to court.

TWIN FALLS - Livestock operations 
ought to comply with well head protec- 
tion plans for cities in the cmmty, county 
planners say. 

The Twin Fails County Planning and 
Zoning Commission also decided 
’llmrsday that any new or exp.inding live- 
stock operation larger than 500 animal 
units should l)e rerietved. 

Animal units would be defined in a 
new county zoning ordinance. ’liui com- 
inksiim is trjing to adapt the couiw’s 18- 
year-oid zoning ortlinance to convj^y with 
the 1995 comprehensive plan. 

" Tlie county’s comprehensive plan man- 
. dates restrictions on the density of live- 
stock operations and restrictions on nind 
residential development, and the county 
zoning ordinance must comply with the 
plan. 

'lliougli state law prohibits the county 
from denying livestock operations in agri- 
cultural zones, the county can impose 
restrictions based on juiblic health and 
welfare. 

'Ilie commivsion is considering bow to 
do that. It is projxjsing that a review com- - 
mitree look at proposed operations site 
by .site, cotusidering factors such as water 
resources, effects on adjacent property 
and the number of homes in the vicinity. 
The commission s;iid oixiraiiotLS within 
I irrigated agricultural lands larger than 
500 animal units would require a site 
review, as wotdd operations larger than 
3,000 animal units in the agricultural 
preservation zone. 

The idea would be to encourage the 
■ development of larger oi>eraiions in less 
1 populated parts of the couniy - not to 
I limit the devetopineni of new livestock 
operatioas. 

The ordinance also may limit tlie densi- 
ty of livestock ojK-rations by re(|iiiring an 
o|)eration to own or control enotigli adja- 
cent land to dispose of solid and liquid 

The commission also decided to restrict 
the disposal of construction wastes and 
the removal and s.Tle of topsoil on agricul- 
lural lands. 

Once a pro|>used ordinance is comptec- 
ed, it would suitject to public hearings. 
And then it would l)c tuntud over to the 
couniy cormnissioners, who would con- 
duct their own public hearing before a 
proiwsed ordinance liecomes law.

TWIN, FALLS - Students who are 
interested in occupational and techni- 
cal careers might iiavc an easier lime 
finding a job after high .school, through 
a new regional school program that 
miglit be ready by the fall of 1998. 

Twelve school districts have already 
signed on with a valleywide Advanced 
Regional Technical Education Program. 

Buhl, Castlcford, Filer, Gooding, 
Jerome, Kimberly, Murtaugh,, 
Shoshone, Twin Falls, Wendell, and - 
Valley high schools have signed on, and 
the Minidoka School Distnet also is 
expected to join the program. 

“Overall, the school districts are dis- 
appointed in the large number of stu- 
dents who cannot get a job without a 
college degree," said Twin Falls busi- 
nessman Curtis Eaton, a State Board of 
Education member and a founder of 


the vocational program., 

Still, Eaton ihinics the problem U too hrge 
for sdiool districts to liandle dicmsclvus. 

School Board members, superinten- 
dents, and busincsspcrsoiis met last week 
to discuss .solving ilic employment proi>- 
lem. One possible solution is more collalx- 
oratinn between businesses and scliools. 

Valley Sdiool District Superintendent 
Arlyn Bodily said the his district decided 
to work witii businesses to help “stu- 
dents and (the) community.” 

Eaton also said the program will 
include courses for students interested 
in vocational training. Vocational stu- 
dents will also have the chance to have 
a “hands-on technical classroom, wiierc 
the instructors will be involved facc-to- 
fucc with tlic students,” Eaton said. 

A board of representatives has 
already been established to start Set- 
ting polidcs for the program. 

Mike Glenn, the College of Southern 
Idalio’s vocational dean, said board mem- 
bers “will have to represent die re.sources 
and people from each disuia.” , 

The board indudes one representative 
from each portidpating district, tixree busi- 
nesspersons and a non-voting vocational 
rcprcscntadvc and superintendent.

Local doctor urges sex education committee to consider teaching contraception

RUPERT - Highlight absti- 
nence, but give families the 
choke to let their children loam 
atx)u( otlier options. 

That’s the SUPPMrinn Hr. Mnrl? 
Dowdle gave a sex education 
committee Wednesday evening. 

At a second meeting to deter* 
mine a new sex education cur- 
riculum for Minidoka County, 
committee members talked with 
a Burley doctor who said he 
treats “about 4S pregnant teen- 
age girls at any given time.” 

“Parents ought to have the 
right to choose what their kids 
Icam," Dowdle said. “The prob- 
lem is, I know people by the 
dozens who can't even say the 
word sex without turning red, 
ond kids need to be educated on 
the facts.” . . 

For the .sewntn year, Minidoka 
County is asing d'program called 
Sex Resp ect fo r scyen th-g raders 
aml~Facing Reality for high 
school juniors. Neither program 
discusses contraception in any 
-deptlL— 

But because the state man- 
dates updating all curriculums 
every five to seven years, and 
because the Fadng Reality mate- 
rials are out of print, the- district 
is forced to look at new books. 

Under the School Board’s 
advice, the panel is looking at 
programs that use only absti- 
nence or abstincncebased infor- 
mation. 

One issue that came to the 
forefront Wednesday is whether 
contraception should be taught 
to students, and when. Dowdle 
strongly favors teaching absti- 
nence, but said contraceptives 
should also be discussed. 

“1 know ivhen 1 tvas younger I 
wanted to know the facts, indud- 
ing contraceptives because 
they’re a fact of life,” Dowdle 
said. “If parents choose not to 
have their children learn about

them that’s their right, but for 
the parents that do, they should 
have the same riglit." 

Dowdle suggests teaching 
kids about sex starting as soon 
as the sixth grade, when "it’s 
not so stimulating and exciting 
to talk about." Then follow it 
up on a regular basi.s, to make- 
sure the information is under- 
stood. 

He also broke down students 
into four groups: innocent; curi- 
ous with values; living on the 
edge; and hell-bent for destruc- 


tion. ’Hie curriculum should foais 
on the middle two groups. 

Several mcml«rs of the commit- 
tee - made up of teadiers, parents 
and clergy - (luestioncd whether 
teaching contraception would 
encourage teeas t»» have sex. 

"It almost seems like we 
should have a zero tolerance for 
the kids who are ‘living on the 
edge,’” said David Janssen, who 
teaches high school Christian 
education. "Because if we don't 
say choosing not to have sex is 
the very best alternative then it’s 


almost like we’re encouraging 
irresponsibility." 

Dowdle agrees teaching absti- 
ncnce is safe.st, and should be 
emphasized over and over, but 
the fact is, he said, it’s not reach- 
ing everyone. 

"Saying ‘No, no, no’ is not 
working for a certain group of 
people,” Dowdle said. “And I 
can’t throw them out.”

Judge imposes long prison ternis on ‘constitutionalists’ 


SALT LAKE CFIY (Al») — Two 
days after announcing it would 
plug an exploratory gas and oil 
well inside the Grand Staircase- 
Escalante National Monument,' 
Conoco has abandoned plans to 
drill a similar well a few miles 
a«vay. 

Environmental groups hailed 
the decision as a victory, but 
added a note of caution, since 
Conoco still has 58 valid leases on 
140,000 acres inside the monu- 
ment. 

Conoco repre.sentatives were in 
town ’nmrsday briefing officials 
from the Bureau of Land 
Management and School and 
Institutional Trust Lands 
Administration on data they 
uncovered from the well on 
school trust lands atop the' 
Kaiparowits Plateau. 

“We’ve got mixed resells, ” said 
Ron Swanson, Conoco’s project 
coordinator. "We found evidence 
of hydrocarbon, which was our 

primary .• objective: 

Unfortunately, the permeability 
of Uie rock was not great enougli 


to make it a commercial well.” 

The well primarily revealed 
signs of natural gas deep below 
the ground. 

Swanson said water flows have 
likely forced the oil and gas to 
the side of a 16, 000 acre pocket 
where Conoco was drilling. A 
well on Conoco' s fede ral lease a 
few miles away wouUnniT"gtve 
Conoco a better approach to the 
pocket. 

"We’ve plugged the well (on 
state land). We’re not going to 
drill the federal well, but we are 
encouraged by what we found ip 
die state well,” Swanson Siiid. 

Southern Utah Wilderness 
Alliance executive tiirector Mike 
i'^Iatz, called the imbroglio over 
mineral rights, which began 
shortly after President Clinton 
' created the 1.7 million acre mon- 
ument in September 1996, “much 
ado alKitic nothing."'

Minority populations make significant gains in Utah 


SALT LAKE CITY (Al») — 'I'hc 
past six years have seen Utah’s 
Hispanic, black and Asian-Fadfic 
Islander populatiorus ri.se by near- 
ly 40 percent, the U.S. Census 
Bureau reports. 

The statistics released on 
Tlnij^uy cliartcd growth between 
1990 and 1996, sltowing the num- 
ber of Utah’s Hispanics grew by 
37,000 in six years — the largest 
minority group increase. 

Hispanics make up 6 percent, or 
121,641, of tlic state’s population, 
up from 4.9 percent in 19W. 

Utah’s growth mirrors the trend 
throughout the Southwest as a 
magnet for gnnving Hispanic pop- 
ulation. 

.“I think Hispanics are attracted 
here for various reasons. We liaye 
a very strong economy,” said 
Leticia Medina, director of the 
state office of Hispanic affairs. 


“This is a safe place to be with 
good schools and safe neighbor- 
hoods.” 

Karin MdniiLs, researdi analyst 
•with the Governor’s Office of 
Planning and Budget, said the 
numbers underscore a 1996 state 
study Uiat also showed fast growtli 
among the Hispanics, Asians and 
Padfic Islanders. 

The Census Bureau reported 
the largest concentrations of 
Hispanics arc found in Salt Lake, 
Weber, Utah, Davis and To'oele 
counties. More than half of Utali’s 
Hispanic population lives in Salt 
Lake County. 

At die samJnimc the number of 
Utjih Asians and Pacific Islanders 
grew by 39.4 percent to number 
47,429 over six years, and the 
number of blacks grew by a total 
of 4.M5 to 16,747 — an increase of 
38.61 percent. 


The numbers of American 
IndiaiLS grew slower than the Male 
average at 28,472 in 1996. 

■Hie ixipulation of the state as a 
wluile grew by 16.12 percent, and 
95.4 [icrceni of residents lu-e des- 
ignated as white. 

In Salt Lake County, -94.7 per- 
cent of the residents are white. In 
Davis (bounty, 95.8 |K-rceni of die 
residents arc while, and 97.3 per- 
cent of Uiali County residents are 
white. _} 

An exception to Utah's relative 
lack of diversity is San Juan 
County, which includes the Utali 
portion of the Navajo reservation. 
The census found that 45.4 per- 
cent of the county’s residents 
were non-white. 

Uimali and Duchesne counties, 
also home to reserwinons, had larg- 
er percentages of minority popula- 
tioas than the state as a whole. 


In numerical terms, four coun- 
ties — Salt Lake. Weber, Cache 
and Davis — had the largest con- 
centrations of minority racial 
groups.

‘Bandstand:’ All about the 
man who invented rock stars

In the laic 19S0s, rock and roll 
became a regular visitor to 
Amcrica's.living rooms. arriving

Angeles, Philadelphia tvas tlie hub 
of die rock-and-roll business.

Clark 
gave a sincere, bravura perfor- 
mance that moved the House 
chair to call him “a fine young 
man.” 

Jackson hicu-ses <m the apjiar- 
eni conflicts of interests tiint were 
‘abundant in the early ponion of 
Clark’s career, and he takes pains 
to show that the man who still

One suspect, Vlatko Kupre.skic, 
was shot three times when he 
fired on Dutch soldiers flown in 
to lead the raids 30 miles north- 
west of Sarajevo, the situ of .some 
of ihc.wnrsi oirocilics of the 
war’s Muslim-Crout conflict. 
American and British tnxips pro- 
vided backup. 

Kiipreskic's wife accused the 
NATO soldiers of heating her 
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husb.md .md said they fired tear 
gas, handcuffed her and shot the 
family dog during the gunfifd’t in 
the central hamlet of Ahmici. 

Calling the soldiers “beasts," 
Ljubica Kupreskic said they 
searched the house and seized 
docuinunis. She spoke with a 
reporter in the room where her 
husband was seized, its walls 
spaiiered with blood. 


Dutch Defense Minister Joris 
Voorhoeve said Dutch soldiers 
shot Kupreskic in tlic cliesi, arm 
and leg after he opened fire on 
the tr<K)ps.

• The arrests came just before 
President Clinton announced a 
new extension of U.S. military 
involvement in Bosnia, saying 
troops will remain there as part 
of a NATO-led peacekeeping 
force Iwyond his earlier deadline 
of June 1998. Clinton plans a trip 
to Bosnia on Monday. * 

The operation demonstniicd a 
tougher stance by NATO peace- 
keepers, who have been widely 
accused of closing their eyes to 


the war crimes spspects around 
them. ^ 

NATO commanders, have 
.argued their mandate did not go -

. Sam Behrens is having 
a great time playing 
Gregory Richards, the 
shrewd, calculating 
lawyer on “Sunset 
Beach.” Some of us miglii 
see Gregory as tilting 
toward villainy. Consider, 
for example, his plot to 
tell his pregnant 
daughter, . Caitlin, 
(Vanc.sso. Dorman) that 
her baby died at birth so 
he and his wife, Olivia, 
(Leslcy-Anne Down) can 
raise the child as their 
own. Or, what about 
dispatching a hitman to 
“remove” Caiilin's lover, 
Cole St. John, (Eddie 
Cibrian) from her life? 

The Brooklyn-born 
Behrens says, “If I were 
Gregory, I would 
certainly disagree that 
I’m a villain. I would 
recognize that all great 
men, such as myself, arc 
often seen as evil or no 
good because they get 
what they set out to 
achieve. But just because 
T might, more often than 
not, use Machiavellian 
means to get what 1 want, 
that’s still no reason for 
my family, or anyone 
else, to think any less of 
me. And, I would remind 
you, that what I do, I do 
for my family, although 
’theymaynofalways- 
apprcciatc either my 
motives or the means by 
which I reach my 
objectives." 

Whatever image 
Gregory Richards, Esq. 
has of himself, the fact is, 
in recent years the legal 
profession has become a 
favorite whipping boy for 
all those who hold 
lawyers as responsible for 
everything that ails the 
country. 

“1 know a great many 
lawyers,” Behrens said, 
“and most of them are 
intensely interested in 
justice and in seeing that 
justice is done under the 
law. Of course, the 
country likes to come 
down on the ACLU and 
on other lawyers who 
may be representing 
people or causes they 
disagree with. But,” 
Behrens went on, “we 
would be in a very bad 
position in this country if 



it weren’t for people who 
work hard to protect our 
rights as Americans. 

“When we criticize 
lawyers for getting 
accused criminals off, we 
sometimes forget that 
under our system, while 
12 guilty people might 
get away with committing 
a crime, it’s better than 
convicting one innocent 
person.” 

Sam Behrens started 
his career in theater and 
went on to do films, and 
play major characters in 
such shows as "Knots 
Landing," “Ryan’s 
Hope,” “Home Front," 
and “General Hespital." 
(He was supposed to do 
just a five-day stint as 
■Jake Meyer on”GH,", but' 
was so popular with the 
audience, his role was 
expanded and he stayed 
with the show for several 
years.) 

We talked about 
“Home Front" for a 
while. The show, which 
had been so popular with 
so many people, had been 
canceled for low ratings. 

“It’s unfortunate that 
networks don’t stay with 
their quality shows long 
enough for them to 
attract the audience 
that’s out there and will 
find them in time," Sam 
said. “‘Cheers’ and 'Hill 
Street Blues’ were almost 
cancelled in their first 
season because of low 
ratings. Even ‘Seinfeld’ 
almost ended after one 
season because it was a 
slow stancr. 1 really feel 
if they had given 'Home 
Front’ a little more time, 
it would have found its 
audience.”
